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Britain’s Trade with New Zealand. (Page 146). 

A steadily declining share in the import trade of 
New Zealand is being secured by the United Kingdom. 
This disturbing feature, writes Mr. L. B. Beale, H.M. 
Trade Commissioner in the Dominion, appears to be 
attributable in part to our omission to pay more atten- 
tion to changes of style in manufactured goods. There 
seems little doubt, he adds, that American films have 
played a part in moulding public taste in many direc- 
tions.

It will be observed that retained imports of raw 
materials were 8°8 per cent. greater in January, 1927, 
than in December, 1926, and that exports of British 
manufactured goods increased by 13°3 per cent. 

In comparing the figures for last month with those of 
a year ago, it is necessary to bear in mind that values 
have fallen in certain cases. Thus the fact that the net 
imports of raw materials were of approximately the same 
aggregate value in January, 1927, as in January, 1926, 
must be interpreted in the light of the notable fal] in 
the price of raw cotton in the interval and of reductions 
in price of some other important materials of industry. 





INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC CONFERENCE. 

His Majesty’s Government have been invited by the 
Council of the League of Nations to appoint five mem- 
bers to attend the International Economic Conference, 
which is to be held at Geneva in May next under the 
auspices of the League. The members of the Conference 
are to be appointed by the Governments on the strength 
of their qualifications and personal capacity. They will 
not in any way bind their Governments, and will not 
be qualified to act as spokesmen of an official policy.

MERCANTILE MARINE DEPARTMENT. 


GALLANTRY AT SEA: .AAWARD OF THE 
ALBERT MEDAL. 

His Majesty the King has been graciously pleased 
to confer the decoration of the Albert Medal upon 
Stanley Gibbs, of Sydney, New South Wales. 

The following is an account of the services in respect 
of which the decoration has been conferred : — 

On 3rd January, 1927, at Port Hacking, near 
Sydney, New South Wales, a youth named Mervyn 
Allum was swimming a short distance from the shore 
when he was attacked by a large shark. It was at 
first thought that he was drowning, and Stanley Gibbs, 
who was standing on the nose of a launch he was 
driving, ready to give assistance to Allum, observed 
that he was being attacked by the shark. Gibbs dived 
from the launch and fought the shark with his hands 
and feet, and eventuallv succeeded in getting Allum, 
who was very badly injured, from the jaws of the 
shark, and with the assistance of a man named 
Macdonald placed him in a rowing boat. The victim 
died of injuries shortly afterwards. 

BOARD OF TRADE RECOGNITION. 

His Majesty the King has been pleased, upon the 
recommendation of the President of the Board of Trade, 
to award the Silver Medal for Gallantry in Saving Life 
at Sea to Captain Niels Marius Nielsen, Master of the 
s.s. “© Bloomfield,’’? and the Bronze Medal for Gallantry 
in Saving Life at Sea to Mr. John Thomson Matthew, 
chief engineer, of that vessel. 

In the case of Captain Nielsen the award is 
posthumous, as he lost his life in rendering the services. 

_ The s.s. ‘‘ Bloomfield,”’ a British oi] tanker, was proceed- 
ing in ballast to Beaumont, Texas, on 18th October, 1926, 
When the second engineer collapsed, overcome by benzol 
£as fumes, while engaged in repairing a pump in one of 
the ship’s tanks. The accident was reported to Mr. 
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Matthew, chief engineer, who immediately went into the 
lank to the assistance of the second engineer, and had just 
got hold of him when he himself collapsed. 

The Chief Officer had rigged a block and tackle over the 
lank and had sent for gas helmets when Captain Nielsen 
appeared, and without a moment’s hesilation went down 
into the lank with the object of rescuing the two men 
lying there. Unfortunately, he was overcome by the gas 
before reaching the bottom of the ladder. 

All three officers were got up on deck within ten minutes 
by other members of the crew, using gas _ helmets. 
Although the chief and second engineers revived after 
artificial respiration, Captain Nielsen succumbed. 

The Board of Trade have awarded a piece of plate 
to Skipper Daniel M. Hamlyn, of the steam trawler 
‘“ Harvest Moon,’’ of Ramsgate, in recognition of his 
services in rescuing the survivors of the motor lighter 
‘“ Roam,’’ of London, which foundered in the North 
Sea on 28th October, 1926. 





FRENCH RECOGNITION. 

The Board of Trade have received, through the 
Foreign Office, a bronze medal and diploma which have 
been awarded by the French Government to Bernard 
Menry Jackson, a member of the crew of the British 
s.s. “‘ Hantonia,’’ in recognition of his act of gallantry 
in saving a person from drowning at Havre on 
28th March, 1926.

BRITISH FIRMS AND PERUVIAN 
ENGINEERING CONTRACTS. 


In a recent report on this subject, the British Consul 
at Callao (Mr. J. P. Trant) lays stress upon the fact 
that United States interests are able to secure valuable 
contracts, which might, in many cases, be taken by 
United Kingdom firms but for the lack of certain 
essential conditions. 

There is a considerable amount of business still await- 
ing large contracting firms during the next few years, 
particularly for road construction, but the concerns 
undertaking this work must be prepared to finance part 
of the project on the security of road tolls, land 
concessions, or otherwise. 

The Consul also suggests that there is room for the 
permanent establishment in Lima of _ consulting 
engineers and independent contractors. Several 
American and German engineers of this’ type 
established in Lima have secured almost a monopoly of 
small Government construction work, such as bridges on 
new roads and railways. 





GERMAN TEA CONSUMPTION. 


The British Consul-General at Hamburg informs the 
Department of Overseas Trade that a report issued by 
the German Tea Dealers’ Association of Hamburg states 
that, according to the Customs return, the German 
consumption of tea for 1926 showed an increase of 
approximately 400,000 kilogs., or 10 per cent. over 1925. 
(According to the Reich statistics the tea imported by 
Germany in 1925 was 4,152 tons valued at 14,150,000 
Reichsmarks.) This increase is said to emphasise the 
fact that tea is becoming a popular beverage in Germany. 
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Better quality teas are also being demanded by the 
consumer, it being realised that the comparatively high 
duty makes it more economical to buy them. 


LALAGREB CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
DIRECTORY. 


The Department has been informed by the Legation 
of the Kingdom of the Serbs, Croats and Slovenes in 
London that the Zagreb Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry has recently published a Directory which con- 
tains the names and addresses of importers and exporters 
of commercial and industrial articles in Croatia. In 
addition the Directory contains a list of financial estab- 
lishments, auxiliary commercial undertakings and 
economic corporations and organisations in Croatia. The 
index is printed in three languages, including English, 
and should therefore be of considerable assistance to 
British traders. 

The price of the publication is 100 dinars, and it can be 
obtained only from the publishers, Trgovacko Obrtnicka 
Komora, Zagreb. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF MUSCAT. 

The British Consul at| Muscat in the course of his 
Report on the foreign trade of Muscat for the year 
1925-26 states that the total value was £673,817 as com- 
pared with £612,883 in the year 1924-25, an increase of 
£60,934, or about 10 per cent. Of this amount 
£447,910 represented imports and £225,907 exports. 
Among the chief imports were rice, sugar and piece- 
voods, while exports include dry sardines and dry and 
wet dates. The bulk of the imports came from India, 
£394,839, while Persia and the United Kingdom pro- 
vided £17,046 and £12,333 respectively. Recipients of 
Muscat exports were principally Tndia, £175,164, and 
the United States, £26,425. 


JAPANESE INDUSTRY AND TRADE. 

The Department have received a copy of a work en- 
titled ‘‘ The Industry and Trade of Japan,’’ by 8S. Uye- 
hara, M.Sc. This publication provides an authoritative 
account of the industry and trade of Japan for the past 
half-century, tracing the gradual industrialisation of that 
country during the period in question, examining her 
present economic position and offering suggestions as to 
the course of her development. It comprises a brief his- 
torical introduction, an account of labour conditions, a 
description of foreign trade, a survey of each representa- 
tive industry, and an interesting discussion of present 
industrial difficulties and the decline of agriculture which 
has accompanied industrial progress. The thesis is well 
supported by statistical data.

OUR TRADE WITH NEW ZEALAND. 


——_——_—  —_— 


ROOM FOR IMPROVEMENT. 

For many years New Zealand has experienced a period 
of marked prosperity and comfort, due, in the main, to 
the high prices secured for her primary products. Life 
during that period has been comparatively easy, writes 
Mr. L. B. Beale, H.M. Trade Commissioner at Welling- 
ton, in his Report on Economic and Commercial Condi- 
tions in the Dominion of New Zealand. Rising prices 
have predominated, trade has been buoyant, and de- 
velopments in railways, roads, hydro-electric and other 
services have been active. 

The past season, it had been confidently anticipated, 
would at least maintain the high level of production in 
cheese and butter reached during that of 1924-25, but 
unfavourable weather conditions during the latter half 
of 1925 brought about a decreased yield of milk and a 
consequent shrinkage in dairy produce available for 
export. Moreover, a decline in wool prices during the 
1925-26 season reduced the value of exports during the 
year ended 30th June, 1926, by more than £6,000,000, 
in spite of an increase over the previous year in the quan- 
tity shipped. In general, the volume, as distinct from 
the value, of production of the main commodities during 
the past twelve months shows a slight but all-round de- 
crease as compared with the previous year. The average, 
however, for the three years 1923, 1924 and 1925 is about 
one-fifth greater than the average for 1916 to 1922. 

Exports of butter, cheese, lamb and wool have been 
approximately stationary in quantity for the past three 
years, a rather surprising position as regards butter and 
cheese when it is realised that the United Kingdom— 
virtually the only market for New Zealand produce dur- 
ing the period—has steadily increased her total imports 
sf those products. The explanation is that other sources 
»* supply have made a successful bid for a larger share 
f the British market.

The time seems now to have arrived when the Dominion 
must face greater competition than heretofore in those 
products which have made her famous and prosperous, 
and which have constituted her only substantial source 
of revenue. To maintain the high standard of life which 
is common throughout the Dominion, and which has been 
somewhat easily secured in the past, will require a 
vigorous application of energy and increased production 
per man, per acre and per animal. It is evident to the 
writer that the position is being energetically and intelli- 
gently met. 

Increased volume of production, coupled with a reduc- 
tion in the costs of living and of production, are two 
essential factors needed to enable New Zealand to main- 
tain her standard of living in face of the lower world 
prices prevailing for the great bulk of her products. 
There are happily many evidences of the determination 
of New Zealand primary producers to increase produc- 
tion by more thorough and scientific methods, and even 
{o raise the quality of commodities which have for many 
years justly maintained the highest reputation. Fer- 
tilisation of pastures, which will enable more stock to be 
carried on existing areas, herd testing and culling of 
dairy cattle, and more attention to pork production are 
being undertaken, and will ensure larger and_ better 
returns and yields. 

Dairy cows and sheep show a steady increase in num- 
bers year by year since 1922, while there is a growing 
attention to the development of products at present of 
secondary importance. Thus fruit production, though 
relatively small, is making satisfactory progress. The 
Dominion Government, continuing an established and 
generous policy of the encouragement and development 
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of agriculture, has taken steps to found forthwith an 
agricultural college in association with the University 
of New Zealand. Special attention will be devoted to 
research and instruction in dairy production. Farm life 
in the Dominion is being made rapidly more attractive by 
the provision of electric light and power, improved roads, 
telephone facilities, and other amenities. 

Some degree of unemployment was noticeable during 
the past winter, an experience, states Mr. Beale, almost 
unknown to the present generation. The total unem- 
ployed, however, numbered but a few thousand for the 
whole Dominion. Because of its novelty the situation 
received a good deal of notice in the public press, but 
the condition was thought to be of a temporary character, 
due chiefly to the slackening in public works and other 
departmental enterprises. The reduced national income 
is having a slight effect on retail and wholesale trade. 


UNITED KINGDOM’s SHARE OF IMPORT TRADE. 


Imports in 1925 were higher in value than: for any 
previous year, with one exception—1920, a boom year of 
phenomenal imports. The share secured by the United 
Kingdom shows a decline—small, but steady—year by 
year. This disturbing feature is dealt with in detail 
later on in Mr. Beale’s Report, but briefly it would 
appear to be attributable in part to the omission of the 
United Kingdom to pay more attention to changes of 
style in the world demand for manufactured goods. The 
trend is not peculiar to New Zealand ; indeed, it is less 
marked in that country than in other parts of the world, 
and it may be only temporary. Be that as it may, the 
old idea of durability and economy of operation does not, 
rightly or wrongly, command quite the esteem at present 
that it formerly held in the minds of many people. Even 
in New Zealand, with its staunch British traditions, one 
finds evidences that customs and the demand for goods 
are being largely influenced by changes in ideas and 
fashions other than those associated with British habits 
aml tastes. Such preferences are, without comment. 
accepted as desirable, and there seems little doubt that 
American films have played a part in moulding public 
taste in manv directions. 

In snite of the general desire to buy British goods, the 
United Kingdom is not making the progress she should 
in the motor car trade of the Dominion. This matter is 
also dealt with bv Mr. Beale in some detail elsewhere in 
his Report, but, briefly, British manufacturers will need 
to offer more suitable vehicles for this market at lower 
prices if they are to displace their competitors and so 
secure a resvectahle share of a large import trade (over 
FA ONN.NND in 1925. exclusive of tvres). The Tnited 
States now secures nearly 20 per cent. of the total imnort 
trade of the Dominion in all classes of gnods, a result due 
largely to her predominant position in the motor trade 
and its allied lines. 

In the twelve months ended June, 1926, imports ex- 
ceeded exnorts by almost £6.000.000, as ecomnared with 
an excess of exports over imnorts of £6.500.000 for the 
previous twelve months. The decreased exnort of dairy 
produce and the heavy fall in the price of wool thus occa- 
sioned temporary over-importation, accentuated by a 
shortage in the grain cron. which led to the purchase of 
oats from Canada and Chile, wheat and wheat products 
from Australia and maize from South Africa. This 
situation brought about an attitude of prudence and 
caution, reflected in the contraction of imports since in 
operation, and has provided somewhat of a contrast to the 
huoyancy and rather care-free feeling characteristic of 
the past few very profitable years. 


DoMINION’s Sounp Economic SItTvuATION. 


The present general economic position of the Dominion 
may, however, be correctly described as thoroughly 
sound. The State finances, under shrewd and capable 
direction, are showing satisfactory results, the banking 
position has been wisely handled, and there is no evidence 
of any excessive timidity in commercial circles. The 
efforts to stimulate and improve production are bearing 
fruit, and any favourable movement of price levels will 
not only maintain but enhance the prosperity of the 
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Dominion. The psychological effect of a temporary 
reaction has been undoubtedly to cause too pessimistic 
a view to be taken locally of the immediate future by 
some sections of the community, but the high credit 
enjoyed by the Dominion in the London money market 
in itself bears evidence to the justly favourable regard in 
which New Zealand is held by the most expert and dis- 
passionate critics. 





FINANCIAL POSITION. 

The financial position of the Dominion as recently pre- 
sented to Parliament by the Minister of Finance is 
shown to be sound and satisfactory. The fiscal year 
1925-26 ended with a surplus of £1,150,000, secured 
mainly from increases in revenues from Customs, stamp 
and death duties, and post and telegraph receipts. Rela- 
tively small decreases were recorded in land and income 
tax and miscellaneous Revenue. The actual decrease in 
income tax was less than £18,000, a gratifying result 
in view of the fact that reductions were made in the 
previous year in the rates of income tax estimated to 
diminish the yield by £150,000 per annum. 

Total Expenditure for the year was £23,570,083, an 
increase of £1,807,466 over the previous fiscal year, while 
Revenue at £24,725,762 was £1,719,345 greater than 
for 1924-25. The real increase in Revenue was £959,860, 
while similarly the actual increase in Expenditure was 
about £1,247,000, the total being swollen as the result 
of a new method of presenting the accounts dealing with 
interest on Railway Capital Liability and Public Debt 
Redemption Fund. 

The Minister of Finance, in his Budget statement, 
expressed the view that it would be inadvisable to expect 
any increase in gross Revenue for the current year, and 
his estimates for 1926-27 are based on an expectation of 
a decrease of £733,877 from Customs duties, £170,618 
from stamp and death duties, and £135,175 from,land 
and income tax. The estimated Revenue for 1926-27 
is £24,266,000, while Expenditure is forecast at 
£23 ,986,616, leaving an estimated balance of £279,584. 
No changes in taxation are proposed for 1926-27. 

Public Debt.—The gross public debt at 31st March, 
1926, was £238,855,478, as compared with £227,814,647 
in 1925 and £221,616,361 in 1924. The gross debt at 
31st March, 1926, was held as follows:—New Zealand, 
£107,164,718; Australia, £3,643,100; and London, 
£128,047,460, making a total of £238,855,478. 

The bulk of the increased indebtedness during the past 
two or three years has been incurred in London. The 
net annual charge on the full amount at 3lst March, 
1926, was £9,454,887. Of the increased debt of 
£11.040.821, State Advances (settlers, workers and 
local authorities) absorbed £6,334,973, or 57 per cent. 
It is noteworthy that, with the exception of some 
£75,000,000 war debt, practically the whole of the 
public debt has been incurred for directly or indirectly 
productive expenditure, and is largely represented by 
tangible assets such as railways, coal mines, electrical 
undertakings. 

Capital expenditure in 1925-26 on public works and 
the general development work of the Government 
amounted to £7,180,479, of which £4,700,000 was spent 
on railways, telegraphs and telephones, and _ hydro- 
electric power schemes, all of which are productive works 
as soon as completed. The capital expenditure on public 
works for the past year was heavy considering the popu- 
lation of the Dominion, but that it is fully justified 
seems certain, writes Mr. Beale, in view of the earning 
capacity of the majority of the undertakings thus estab- 
lished. It is probable that when the large public enter- 
prises now in hand are completed a lessening of expendi- 
ture on capital works will follow, until such time as 
national requirements justify further activity. 

Loans falling due, Taxation, Local Bodies’ Finance, 
Banking, Rural Credits and Exchange are subjects which 
complete Part TI. (Finance) of Mr. Beale’s Report. 


PRODUCTION. 


In Part III. he deals with Production—‘‘the de- 
pendence of New Zealand for more than 90 per cent. 
of her exports upon her pastoral and agricultural indus- 
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tries makes those of paramount importance in any survey 
of the economic conditions of the Dominion. The last 
two seasons as a whole gave ground for a measure of 
contentment ; that of 1924-25 yielded high returns both 
from the standpoint of quantity and quality, and from 
that of the prices realised, while the past season, 
although less satisfactory in both respects, never- 
theless afforded in general a fair approximation to the 
normal. 

‘“ The primary producers of this land realise, however, 
that they will be called upon to face ever-increasing 
competition from rivals who, where they do not possess 
equal or superior natural advantages, are prepared to 
utilise every possibility which science, organisation, and 
hard work place within their power, and who may in 
some instances be prepared to accept a lower standard 
of living than that which prevails in New Zealand. 
While agricultural education and scientific investiga- 
tion are being actively encouraged by the State, a new 
system of marketing is being essayed in the form of 
Export Control] Boards. The fact that production per 
head has decreased in volume, though not in value, 
since before the war (largely owing, doubiless, to the 
effect of the urban drift), gives point to the necessity 
for the adoption of every sound and _ practicable 
measure that will add to the productivity of the 
country.”’ 

With regard to wool, Mr. Beale states that the 
1924-25 season was probably the most remarkable ever 
experienced in the Dominion. A mild open autumn 
and winter resulted in a clip which, as a whole, proved 
to be in excellent condition and colour, and a decided 
improvement was shown in skirting and classing. At 
the early sales excited bidding by buyers ‘‘ without 
limits’’ led to some sensationally high prices. These 
were not maintained, however, at subsequent sales, and 
a sharp decline took place. The satisfactory result of 
the sales is, however, shown by the fact that, although 
40.000 fewer bales were disposed of, nearly £2,000,000 
more was realised than in the previous year. Accord- 
ing to a leading authority, ‘‘ the condition and 
character of the clip marketed during the 1925-26 
season was much inferior to that of the preceding 
season. The exceptionally wet weather in the spring 
was responsible for the faulty and unattractive con- 
dition of growth.’’ The sale season started with a 
carry-over of 26.639 bales unsold from the previous 
season. Total sales were 491,582 bales, as compared 
with 462.795 in 1924-25, leaving only 10,844 bales 
unsold to carry forward. The net weight in pounds of 
wool sold in 1925-26 was 167,993,123, or rather more 
than 5.000.000 Ibs. in excess of the preceding season. 
The United Kingdom, France, United States, and 
Canada all show considerable increases in purchases, 
while Germany and Japan took smaller quantities than 
in the preceding year. The amount realised was 
FR.I62.847, or £5,274.496 less than for the previous 
season. The total number of ewes used for breeding 
during the past season was the highest recorded since 
the commencement of statistical compilation, being 
13,715,223, compared with 13.076.094 in 1924. The 
total number of sheep in the Dominion on 30th April, 
1926, was estimated at 24,747.848, an increase of 
200.000 during the year and 2,500,000 more than in 
1922. althouch well below the maximum of 26,538,302 
reached in 1918. 

Livestock and Meat, Dairying and the Crops also 
receive considerable attention, and Fruit Growing. 
Hemp. Afforestation and the Manufacturing Industries 
are commented upon. , 


GROUND CovERED BY REMAINDER OF REPORT. 

Part IV. of the Report discusses the Trade of the 
Dominion, her Imports and Exports—the trend of such 
trade and the commerce with the United Kingdom, 
Germany, the United States, Canada, Australia and 
other countries. 

Transport and Communications form the subject of 
Part V., and in addition to Shipping, Railways and 
Roads, the business of the Post and Telegraph Depart- 
ment and the progress of Broadcasting are reported upon. 

Part VI.—Public Works—presents a survey of Hydro- 
Electric Undertakings, upon which £2,964,396 has been 
spent during the past three fiscal years. Customs 
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changes are reviewed in Part VII. and Legislation in 
Part VIII., followed by Social Questions and a note on 
the Dunedin Exhibition of last year in Part IX. The 
Report’ concludes with a comprehensive statistical 
appendix giving details of the Dominion’s Import Trade 
and a summary of the trade with India, Burma and 
Ceylon.

YEAR ENDED DECEMBER, 1926. 

In the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 11th November 
we published an article and tables regarding the dis; 
tribution of the overseas trade of the United Kingdom 
in the twelve months ended September, 1926. We now 
give the corresponding figures for the twelve months 
ended December, 1926. The relative distribution of our 
trade has been considerably affected by the virtual 
cessation of exports of coal and by imports of 
substantial quantities of coal in eight of the twelve 
months now under review. 

For purposes of better comparison with the year 1913 
our trade with the Irish Free State has been excluded 
from the general review. The following table shows the 
extent of that trade in the years 1925-1926 :—

Thus our imports consigned from the Irish Free State 
formed practically the same proportion of our total 
imports in 1926 as in 1925, while British exports and 
re-exports consigned to the Irish Free State formed 
somewhat higher proportions of our total exports and 
re-exports in 1926 than in 1925. . 

In comparing the distribution of our trade now with 
that in 1913 a further correction should strictly be 
made in respect of the direct trade of the ports of 
Southern Ireland with overseas countries, since that 
trade is included in the figures for 1913. The export 
trade was, however, negligible, and the imports only 
formed about 1 per cent. of the total imports into the 
United Kingdom. Further, in order to preserve com- 
parability with 1913, Palestine, the Sudan, Iraq, the 
South-West Africa Protectorate, Tanganyika and 
Nauru, and British Samoa have been treated as 
foreign countries throughout. Separate particulars of 
our trade with these countries in 1913 are not available.

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The increase in the proportion of our imports consigned 
from foreign countries in 1926, compared with 1925, is 
mainly attributable to the coal stoppage, which brought 
about considerable imports of coal, manufactured fuel, 
mineral oil, iron and steel, etc., mainly from foreign 
countries. Excluding coal alone, the proportion of our 
imports of all other articles taken from foreign countries 
was 71°73 per cent. in 1926, compared with 70°37 per 
cent. in 1925. 

The coal stoppage also considerably affected the 
distribution of our export trade. The following figures 
show the distribution of our export trade, other than 
coal, between British and foreign countries, trade with 
the Irish Free State being omitted :

Comparing the figures in this table with those of British 
exports in the preceding table, it will be seen that in 
1925 we exported about £45,000,000 worth of coal to 
foreign countries and only about £3,000,000 worth to 
British countries, while in 1926 the corresponding 
figures were £17,000,000 and £1,000,000. The effect of 
the coal stoppage was therefore to reduce the proportion 
of our total exports consigned to foreign countries and 
to increase that consigned to British countries. If in 
1926 we had exported to British and foreign countries 
coal to the same values as in 1925, the proportion of our 
total exports sent to foreign countries would have been 
06°97 per cent. instead of 5521 per cent., and the pro- 
portion to British countries 43°03 per cent. instead of 
44°79 per cent. Thus, after allowing for the effects of 
the coal stoppage, there has been a notable increase, com- 
pared with a year earlier, in the proportion of our 
exports consigned to British countries.

The final tables show the distribution of our import, 
export and re-export trade among the _ principal 
countries concerned, trade with the Irish Free State 
being again omitted. Comparisons of the total figures 
for individual countries in 1926 with the figures for 
earlier periods are complicated by the effects of the coal 
stoppage on our trade, and so figures are also given 
showing the distribution of our exports, other than 
coal, in the years 1925 and 1926, and of our imports, 
other than coal, in 1926. There were practically no 
imports of coal in 1925. 

Considering, first, the imports, other than coal, in 
1926 from individual countries, and comparing them 
with 1925, the table shows that Germany increased her 
share in our import trade more than any other country, 
sending us 5°02 per cent. of the total in 1926, compared 
with 3°79 per cent. in 1925. Belgium came next, 
increasing her share by 0°86 per cent. of the total, and 
was followed by the Succession States (+ 0°51 per 
cent.), the Netherlands (+ 0°45 per cent.), Argentina 
(+ 0°43 per cent.), and the Straits Settlements and 
Malaya (+ 0°43 per cent.). The share of our imports 
(other than coal) consigned from India decreased by 
1°29 per cent., that from the United States by 
1°16 per cent., that from Cuba by 0°52 per cent., and 
that from Australia by 0°42 per cent. 

Comparing British exports, other than coal, in 1925 
and 1926, the biggest dron occurred in the proportion 
sent to Germany, which country only took 4°21 per cent. 
of the total in 1926, compared with 5°98 per cent. in 
1925. The Netherlands and Italy also took sub- 
stantially smaller proportions of our exports in 1926 
than in 1925. On the other hand, Australia increased 
her share of our exports (other than coal) from 8°78 per 
cent. in 1925 to 10°21 per cent. in 1926, India from 
12°54 per cent. in 1925 to 13°69 per cent. in 1926, and 
South Africa from 4°46 per cent. in 1925 to 5°34 per cent. 
in 1926.

the lowest of the present series, with the 
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exception of the figure of 83°2 for last May, and is lower 
than the April figure by 0°7 per cent. The indices for 
April appear with those for other months in the table 
below, and it will be seen that the higher figures for 
January for the two groups of metals and minerals have 
been more than offset by the lower figures for the two 
groups of textile materials. The increases recorded for 
iron and steel and for other metals and minerals amount 
to 89 per cent. and 66 per cent. respectively, while 
the decreases for cotton materials and for other textile 
materials amount to 17°3 per cent. and 60 per cent. 
respectively. 

The lower index for cereals in January compared with 
a month earlier was attributable mainly to reduced prices 
for wheat and flour. The ‘‘Gazette Average ’’ for 
British wheat has been exceptionally steady, being 
returned at lls. 10d. or 11s. 11d. per 480 lbs. for each 
week in December and January. No. 1 Northern 
Manitoba wheat fell to 57s. 9d. per 496 lbs. (ex ship) 
early in January, but by the end of the month was 
quoted at 60s. 6d., the middle of December price; for 
some days in the first half of December it was quoted 
from 62s. to 62s. 9d. per 496 lbs. Australian wheat 
cheapened considerably during January, quotations for 
cargoes falling to 53s. per 480 lbs., compared with 
55s. 104d. early in the month and with 56s. 9d. at 
the beginning of December. The ‘‘ official ’’ price for 
straight run flour in London was reduced on 3rd January 
by 6d. to 44s. 6d. per 280 lbs., and remained at that 
price until the close of the month; this is the lowest 
price since March of last year. The average price for 
oats was somewhat higher in January, Plate oats rising 
to 23s. 9d. per 320 lbs. for the greater part of the 
month, after falling from 24s. 3d. from the opening to 
22s. 6d. per 320 lbs. at the middle of December. The 
variations in the prices of meat yield lower averages 
for beef in January and higher averages for mutton and 
lamb. For beef the largest price movement was in 
Argentine chilled, which fell to 53d. per lb. for hind- 
quarters and to 32d. per lb. for forequarters at the end 
of January; comparing the average prices of December 
with those of January, hindquarters fell by about ld. 
per lb. and forequarters by about jd. per lb. Wiltshire 
and [rish bacon became rather dearer in January, while 
American and Danish cheapened. The last mentioned 
was down to 94s. per cwt. at the end of January, a 
fall of 18s. per cwt. from the middle of December price. 
Eggs also were much cheaper, first quality Irish and 
Danish averaging about 7s. per 120 less than in 
December. Fish averaged about 17 per cent. dearer, 
bloaters, haddock, and plaice commanding much higher 
prices. Among other foods, advanced prices were 
recorded for New Zealand butter, Cheddar cheese, 
potatoes in London, onions, oranges, and cocoa, while 
for coconut oil and for tea prices were reduced. Com- 
pared with the price immediately before the coal 
stoppage, pig iron, hematite West Coast, mixed numbers, 
at £4 15s. 6d. per ton, was dearer by 7s. 6d. per ton. 
Corresponding comparisons in respect of pig iron, Cleve- 
land No. 3 foundry, G.M.B. and pig iron, Northampton, 
No. 3 foundry show an advance from £3 10s. to 
£4 5s. per ton for the former, and from £3 3s. to 
£4 per ton for the latter description. Quotations for 
tinplate and sheet bars, galvanised corrugated sheets 
aud tinplates show important reductions in January. 
The reductions in coal prices which were effected during 
January brought some descriptions to about pre-stoppage 
rates. There were notable price reductions in non- 
ferrous metals. Electrolytic copper was down to £62 
per ton at the end of January as against £64 5s. in 
December, English lead to £28 per ton from £30 15s. 
in December, al zinc, ordinary spelter, to £29 7s. 6d. 
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per ton from £33 3s. 9d. in December. For Straits tin 
the highest closing price for cash in January was 
£309 10s. per ton on the 3rd, compared with £330 and 
£324, the highest for November and December 
respectively ; by the end of January the price was below 
£300 per ton. American raw cottom, middling, was 
over 7d. per lb. for spot transactions for the greater part 
of January, and above 7°20d. throughout the second half 
of the month. During December the spot price was 
below 7d. per lb. Egyptian raw cotton, Sakellaridis, 
fully good fair, was below 14d. per lb. throughout 
January except on two days, and the average price for 
the month was about the same as in December. Lower 
average prices in January than in December were 
recorded for each of the four descriptions of American 
cotton yarn and of the three descriptions of Egyptian 
yarn, the prices of which are used for the compilation 
of the index number. Of the seven kinds of cotton 
cloth included in the compilation slightly higher 
averages were recorded for four and slightly lower 
averages for three. Wool prices changed but little ; raw 
silk and silk cloth were cheaper, and raw jute became 
dearer. A partial recovery in the price of jute took 
first marks to £33 per ton during the second half of 
January, compared with £30 at the beginning of 
December, with £42 at the beginning of July, 1926, and 
with £60 in January, 1926. Price changes affecting 
commodities included in the ‘‘ miscellaneous ’’ group 
show a fall for tallow and a rise for rubber.

The January averages for the 53 articles of food, com- 
pared with the averages for December, show 21 increases 
and 24 decreases ; of the increases only two were as much 
as 10 per cent., and 18 were of less than 5 per cent., 
while of the decreases 20 were of less than 5 per cent., 
the remaining 4 being above 10 per cent. Industrial 
materials show 22 increases, none of which amounted to 
10 per cent., and 18 were of less than 5 per cent. ; 
decreases are shown for 41 of the items included with 
industrial materials, 26 being of less than 5 per cent. 
and 7 exceeding 10 per cent. The variations for the 
month were thus included within a narrower range than 
is generally recorded in our monthly surveys.

TREATIES AND OTHER ARRANGEMENTS 
SECURING MOST-FAVOURED-NATION 
TREATMENT. 


A list is attached of commercial treaties and other 
arrangements concluded since the war, which provide 
for most-favoured-nation treatment for goods produced 
or manufactured in this country, subject to certain 
minor exceptions. 

Under the commercial treaties and 
ments now in force, most-favoured-nation Tariff treat- 
ment (subject occasionally to minor reservations) is 
secured to Great Britain and Northern Ireland except 
in the cases of the Treaty with France, which leaves the 
question of import duties for regulation by the internal 
legislation of the two countries, and that with ‘Peru, 
which does not deal with import duties. Most-favoured- 
nation treatment is, however, enjoyed in fact in France 
by virtue of legislation, while in Peru all foreign imports 
are subject to a uniform tariff. 

There are at the present time no commercial treaties

In the majority of the cases in which we have no treaty 
rights British goods do, as a matter of fact, receive 
most-favoured-nation treatment, the exceptions to this 
rule being Cuba, Hayti and Salvador. Cuba allows 
reductions from the general tariff in the case of United 
States goods which are not extended to those of other 
nations, and the United States allows similarly corre- 
sponding reductions on Cuban goods, so that in the 
case, too, of the United States Great Britain does not 
receive full most-favoured-nation treatment. Hayti 
gives reductions on certain classes of goods from France 
and the United States, while Salvador gives reductions 
on certain goods from France, Germany, Italy and 
Belgium. Further particulars of the tariff treatment 
of British goods in foreign countries are given in the 
‘““Survey of Overseas Markets’’ (pages 587-604) 
prepared by the Committee on Industry and Trade and 
published in 1925 by H.M. Stationery Office.

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Notes on ‘Trade. 
COLD STORAGE OF FRUIT. 


In the cold storage of fruit for long periods it is im- 
portant that the temperature should be kept uniform 
within comparatively narrow limits, in order to avoid, on 
the one hand, the risk of freezing, and on the other the 
danger of a too rapid ripening of the fruit. The problem 
is by no means so simple as might be supposed. 

A recently issued Report* gives a detailed account of 
the actual variations of temperature, at different points 
and at different times, in a number of English fruit stores 
refrigerated by ditterent systems. The data obtained 
enable certain suggestions to be offered for securing a 
more uniform temperature, which should be of value in 
the design and operation of refrigerated fruit stores. 
The results should be considered in relation to those 
obtained in ships’ holds which are being published in a 
separate Report. + 

INSTITUTE OF METALS.

CANADIAN APPLE SHIPMENTS. 

The High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
been officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that 
between 20th and 26th January 27,400 barrels and 
11,300 boxes of Canadian apples were dispatched to 
United Kingdom ports. In addition, 15,000 boxes of 
apples went to Holland. 


SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS TO 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. 

The High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa 
in London has been advised by cable from the 
Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the 
fortnight ended 29th January, the following quantities 
of South African produce were shipped to United 
Kingdom ports :—Ostrich feathers, 17 cases; sheepskins, 
1,261 bales; goatskins, 2,506 bales; dried hides, 
2.706 bales; wet hides, 7,000 bales; greasy wools, 
26,891 bales ; scoured wools, 1,729 bales; buchu, 15 bales ; 
mohair, 448 bales; tobacco, 18,401 lbs. and 5 bales; 
wattle bark, 998 tons; wattle extract, 2,037,975 Ibs.; 
cotton seed, 164,923 lbs.; sugar, 147 tons; lucerne seed, 
06 bags; cigarettes, 1 case; chop, 1,500 bags; lucerne 
meal, 1,000 bags. The following boxes of fruit were 
also despatched to the United Kingdom:—Peaches, 
96,001; pears, 46,445; plums, 18,196; nectarines, 
10,719: grapes, 4,938; prunes, 296; litchies, 71; 
cranadillas, 58; mangoes, 134; apples, 33; pines, 1,444; 
eve fruit, 16; melons, 5; and water melons 6. 





GOLD COAST COCOA CROP. 

The bulk of the cocoa crop had been harvested by 
the end of December, reports the Gold Coast Govern- 
ment Commercial Intelligence Bureau in London, and 
Was coming rapidly into the market. The Harmattan 
‘or a few days hastened ripening and very materially 
assisted drying. 

The exceptionally high price for cocoa has naturally 
resulted in much inferior cocoa being brought into the

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markets. Such cocoa, however, finds a ready sale. 
Numbers of germinated beans are to be found and fer- 
menting is imperfectly done, and drying is not completed 
by the farmers. There is not likely to be any improve- 
ment in quality while the high price holds. Such cocoa 
will require very thorough drying to prevent deteriora- 
tion during storage. The actual amount of crop for 
the season will, of course, soon be known, but the 
indications are that there will not be any shortage. 
Exports of cocoa from the Gold Coast in January 
amounted to 28,393 tons. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the season and crops 
during the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 

Rainfall.—7th February: Rainfall has been nearly 
general in Kashmir, Baluchistan, the Punjab, and the 
Kumaon Hills on two days. There have been light or 
few falls of rain elsewhere. 

Crops.—Bengal, 2nd February: Some light and 
scattered showers have fallen in places. The condition 
of standing crops generally is fair. Central Provinces, 
31st January: There have been light showers with hail 
in places. Rain is needed in parts. Slight damage has 
been done to wheat, linseed, and cotton by pests. The 
weather has been cloudy. Punjab, 31st January: 
Slight rain has fallen in parts, but more is needed 
throughout. The crops have been damaged in most dis- 
tricts by frost and cold weather.. Some damage by pests 
is reported. Bihar and Orissa, 3lst January: Light 
rain in parts has mostly benefited rabi crops. The 
condition of the crops generally is fair. Madras, 
29th January: The weather has been dry; rain is needed 
throughout. The outturn of paddy, sugarcane, and dry 
crops so far is poor to fair. 

Intermediate Crop Reports.—Assam (Rape and 
Mustard): The weather generally has been favourable. 
Slight damage has been done by rain and hailstorms. 
The prospects are fair. North-West Frontier Province 
(Rabi and Oilseeds): The area is unchanged. Some 
damage has been done by pests. More rain is needed. 
The estimated outturn is 90 per cent. of normal. 
Central Provinces (Linseed): No train has fallen. Some 
damage has been done in places by frost, and the 
prospects are slightly worse. Bombay (Linseed): The 
crop is progressing satisfactorily in the Deccan and the 
Karnatik, but is suffering from deficient moisture in 
parts. 

General Rapeseed Report.—The condition of the crop 
generally is good in Guzerat, but unsatisfactory in Sind. 

All India Crop Forecasts, 1996-27.—Calcutta, 
3rd February: First wheat, 30,472,000 acres. 





FEDERATED MALAY STATES TRADE. 

In his annual addiress for 1926 before the Federal 
Council. the High Commissioner, Sir Laurence Guille- 
mard. K.C.B., K.C.M.G., mentioned that the figures 
of the Trade and Customs Department of the Federated 
\Malav States for the first half of 1926 showed that the 
trade boom of the latter part of 1925 had been well 
maintained, the aggregate value of trade being nearly 
67 ner cent. higher. The revenue figures, he continued, 
indicated the continued prosperity of the country, 
being nearly 3.000.000 dollars (£350.000) in excess of 
the estimate for the half year, and over 7} million dols. 
(£875,000) greater than for the first half of 1925.— 
Malay States Information Agency, London. 


CHINESE CUSTOMS REVENUE IN 1926. 

According to the ‘‘ Chinese Economic Bulletin ” 
(Chinese Government Bureau of Economic Information, 
Pekin), the Maritime Customs Revenue for 1926 
amounted in round figures to 78,100,000 Haikwan taels, 
an increase of 8.230,000 Hk. taels as compared with the 
collection for 1925.

icainst 3.116 with an area of 244,654 acres in 1924-25. New 
land planted with coffee in these plantations during the 
vear amounted to 7.889 acres, while the area of old cultiva- 
tion abandoned was 2,492 acres. ‘This represents a_ net 
increase of 5.397 acres over the total area (142,798 acres* 
under coffee in 1924-25. The total reported area under 
cultivation in the year 1925-26 was, therefore, 148,195 acres, 
or an increase of 4 per cent. over that of the preceding year. 
Of this total area Mysore accounted for 51 per cent., Coorg 
24 per cent., Madras 23 per cent., and Cochin and Travan- 
eore together 2 per cent. 

The total reported production of cured coffee during the 
vear was 22,106,717 Ibs. as compared with 30,475,644 Ibs. 
in the preceding year, the yield per acre of plucked area 
being 198 Ibs. (201 Ibs.) in Mysore, 154 Ibs. (281 Ibs.) in 
Coorg, 152 Ibs. (303 Ibs.) in Madras, 97 Ibs. (202 Ibs.) in 
Travancore, and 41 Ibs. (176 Ibs.) in Cochin. The figures 
for 1924-25 are shown in brackets. 

The total exports of coffee decreased from 242,000 cwts. 
in 1924-25 to 205,000 cwts. in 1925-26. The principal cus- 
tomers of Indian coffee were, as usual, the United Kingdom 
and France, and shipments to these countries fell from 
75.279 and 67,725 cwts. to 73,488 and 44,828 cwts. respec- 
tively. Of other European countries Germany, Holland and 
felgium all took less, but Norway increased her takings 
from 4,370 ewts. to 9,400 ewts. Shipments to Traq, Arabia, 
Jahrein Islands and Australia also showed increases.

CANADA. 


THE LUMBER INDUSTRY. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has re- 
ceived from the Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa 
the Preliminary Keport on the Canadian lumber industry, 
giving figures for the calendar year 1925. These show 
increases in quantity production of lumber, lath and 
sShingles—the chief products of the industry—as well as 
box shooks, veneer, pickets, staves, spoolwood and poles. 
there were decreases in the quantity of prepared pulp- 
wood, sawn ties, mill waste sold for fuel and heading. 
Although the production of sawn lumber increased, the 
average value per thousand feet was less than in 1924, and 
the total value decreased. Other declines in value were 
reported for shingles, pulpwood, sawn ties, box shooks, 
mill waste sold and heading manufactured, while increases 
were reported for lath, veneer, pickets, staves, spoolwood 
and poles. The total value of all the products of the 
industry declined from 141,929,256 dollars in 1924 to 
133,631,808 dols. in 1925, a decrease of 5-8 per cent. 





KENYA AND UGANDA. 





FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-OCTOBER, 1926. 


Imports into and exports from Kenya and Uganda during 
the first ten months of 1926 totalled 122,907,946 shillings 
and 109,211,298 shs. as compared with 126,442,158 shs. and 
141,838,695 shs. respectively in the period January-October, 
1925, states the Commissioner for H.M. Eastern African 
Dependencies in London. As regards exports, Ugandas 
share amounted to 70,469,350 shs. and Kenya’s to 38,741,9# 
shs.

THE WINE TRADE, 1925-26. 


The British Commercial Counsellor at Paris, in the course 
of his Report on the Economic and Industrial Conditions in 
France (H.M. Stationery Office, 7s. 6d. net, 7s. 9d. post free), 
states that notwithstanding her own great production, 
France finds it necessary to import large quantities of wine, 
partly for blending (e.g., Spanish wines), and partly for 
direct consumption without treatment (e.g., Algerian, 
Portuguese or Greek wines). The average imports for the 
ten years 1915-24 amounted to 7°51 million hectolitres, as 
against average exports of 1°66 million hectolitres: the corre- 
sponding figures for 1925 were 8°44 million hectolitres and 
1°42 million hectolitres respectively. The following table 
shows the ordinary wine imports from the principal sup- 
pliers during 1924, 1925, and the first nine months of 1926 :—

Belgium-Luxemburg (which forms a single Customs area) 
and Switzerland are usually the largest customers for French 
wines, in particular for the red wines of Bordeaux and of 
Burgundy; in 1924 they were surpassed by Germany, but 
in 1925 they recovered their leading places, Belgium-Luxem- 
burg having taken a total of 254,000 hectolitres of still wines, 
Switzerland 284,300 hectolitres (from other parts of France 
than the Gironde), and Germany a total of 187,500 hecto- 
litres. For sparkling wines the United Kingdom and Bel- 
cjum-Luxemburg have been the largest buyers. In the 
three years 1923-25 the former took 45,000 hectolitres, 55,000 
hectolitres and 52.100 hectolitres, and the latter 48,200 hecto- 
litres, 74,000 hectolitres and 36,400 hectolitres. In 1924 
Germany took 13,700 hectolitres, which was an exceptional 
quantity, the figures for 1923 and 1925 having been 2,354 
hectolitres and 2,451 hectolitres; other countries appear to 
buy annually quantities varying between 2,500 hectolitres 
and 4,000 hectolitres. 

The export trade in brandy made from wine is very im- 
portant, the officially estimated value at the export point 
having been 139,300,000 francs in 1925 for 68,860 hectolitres. 
fhe United Kingdom is the greatest customer (in 1925 she 
took 19,815 hectolitres), being followed by Sweden (10,527 
hectolitres), Germany (4,089 hectolitres,, British India (3,203 
bottles), China (1,992 bottles), and Switzerland (1,929 casks). 





C:ipER PRODUCTION. 

The production of cider, the normal beverage in large 
parts of France, particularly in Normandy and Brittany, 
suffered a great reduction in 1925: the returns showed an 
output of only 9°87 million hectolitres, as compared with an 
average of 18-4 million hectolitres for the ten years 1915-24. 
The export trade is inconsiderable; although in 1924 and 1925 
cider exports amounted to 67°5 thousand hectolitres and 85°] 
thousand hectolitres, yet for the nine years 1915-23 the figure 
averaged under 7,000 hectolitres.

EXPORTS OF INDUSTRIAL MACHINERY, 
JANUARY-NOVEMBER, 1926. 

Exports of industrial machinery from the United States 
in November last amounted in value to 14,796,000 dollars. 
This was an increase of 19 per cent. over the corresponding 
month of 1925 and 27 per cent. over October, 1926, states 
‘Commerce Reports ’’ (United States Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, Washington). 

The November volume brought the total exports of indus- 
trial machinery for the eleven months of 1926 to 143,080,000 
dols. as compared with 134,891,000 dols. for the correspond- 
ing period of 1925. 

The pronounced activity which has been manifested by 
the mining, oil well, and pumping machinery group con- 
tinued through November with a gain of 30 per cent. over 
the exports of the corresponding month of 1925. The 
eleven months’ total for this group, approximating 
32,450,000 dols., represents an expansion of 42 per cent. 
over that of the same period of 1925. As shown in the 
accompanying table, power pumps contributed only a 
minor part to this growth, the bulk of the increase being 
quite evenly distributed between mining and quarrying 
machinery and oil-well equipment.

RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR NOVEMBER, 1926. 
The Minister of Transport announces that the railway 
Statistics for November last can now be obtained at H.M. 
Stationery Office (price 2s. 6d.). 
DECREASED TRAFFICS. 
The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 


ticket holders) taken in the month under review’ was 
86,329,633, a decrease compared with November, 1925, of 


6,164,185, or O67 per cent. This decline was made up of 
3,322,376 passengers at full fares, 2,664,398 workmen, and 
177,411 passengers at other reduced fares. The _ receipts 


from passengers (excluding season ticket holders) showed 
a decrease of £251,807, or 7°5 per cent. If the London 
Tubes and Metropolitan District Railway be omitted the 
figures show a decline in journeys of 7,961,345, or 11°2 per 
cent., and a shrinkage in receipts of £302,769, or 84 per 
cent. For all companies the receipts from passenger train 
traffic (including season tickets and parcels and miscel- 
laneous traffic, but excluding mails and parcels post) were 
£292,997 less than in November, 1925, a fall of 5°O per cent. 
The coaching train miles showed a decrease of 204,098, or 
1-0 per cent. 

The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 17,658,464, a drop of 9,454,634, or 345 
per cent. The tonnage of coal, coke and patent fuel con- 
veyed was 9,206,522, a fall of 7,340,066, or 444 per cent. 
The total ton-miles (excluding free-hauled) were 14°8 per 
cent. less than in November, 1925. Freight train receipts 
(less cost of collection and delivery) amounted to £8,019,802, 
a decrease of £803,963, or 9:1 per cent. The freight train 
miles run were 1,328,058 less than in November, 1925, 
equivalent to a decline of 11:5 per cent. The average train 
load decreased from 182 tons to 128 tons, and the net ton- 
miles per engine-hour from 414} to 387%. 


CANADA. 


PROGRESS OF CIVIL AVIATION. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has for- 
warded from the Natural Resources Intelligence Branch of 
the Department of the Interior at Ottawa the following 
information regarding civil aviation in Canada :— 

The aeroplane in Canada is apparently there to stay, and 
its usefulness in problems of transportation, explorations, 
surveying, fire and fisheries protection, etc., has been con- 
sistently demonstrated over a period of five years. In a 
young country of tremendous areas and a scattered popula- 
tion such as Canada, the aeroplane has a future of great 
national if not commercial importance. 

The progress of civil aviation in Canada is further clearly 
indicated by statistics as supplied by the Department of 
National Defence. The average number of aircraft in civil 
operation over a three-year period (1923-25 inclusive) was 
forty-seven; the number of air harbours forty. The total 
aircraft mileage was over 250,000 annually, and the per- 
sonnel carried, including both passengers and crews, about 
8,000. 

The annual freight or express carried reached the consider- 
able total of nearly 600.000 Ibs. in 1925. The number of 
firms manufacturing aircraft is given as two, and the 
number of companies operating them in 1925 was eight. 


INFREQUENCY OF ACCIDENTS. 

The question of accidents is one in which the travelling 
public is naturally most interested, and here the aircraft 
service have a record of which they are pardonably proud. 
The largest number of accidents was in 1923, when there 
were five. This had decreased to one in 1924 and to nothing 
in 1925 The official figures as to accidents are as follows :-

It may also ‘be 
stated that, as the result of investigation, there have been no 
flying accidents in Canada due to faulty design or structural 
weakness in any commercial craft.

the country are the transportation and mail facilities made 
possible by them to the Red Lake and Rouyn mining areas, 
and the successful aeroplane scouting for the Pacific whaling 
fleet and for the Atlantic sealing fleet. In forest fires sup- 
pressior and in the reconnaisance of forestry resources they 
are coming to be considered indispensable. 

Aerial photography as employed by the Federal Depart- 
ment of the Interior has permitted a new standard ot 
accuracy and detail in the mapping of isolated districts. 
Aircraft are used for carrying fish fry to remote lakes and 
streams without delay or damage. They have also been em- 
ployed in prospecting and in surveying, and doubtless the 
field of usefulness in Canada is only in its infancy.

KIEL CANAL TRAFFIC IN DECEMBER, 1926.

HAMBURG. 
Although there was a decline of 831 vessels aggregating 
291,183 tons in the December traffic through the Kiel Canal 
as compared with the previous month, there was an increase 
of nearly 1,000 vessels and over 500,000 tons over the corre- 
sponding month of 1925.

Of the 3,900 vessels in December 2,368 were registered as 
sea-going vessels of 1,579,431 net registered tons, 90 fishing 
steamers of 6,541 tons, and 142 steam tugs of 6,297 tons. 
In addition there were 1,325 sailing vessels of 70,100 tons, 
and 154 lighters and barges of 49,893 tons. The German 
proportion of the tonnage was 40°56 per cent. and of the 
number of vessels 66°18 per cent. 

As compared with November there was a decline in coal, 
limber, ore and grain cargoes, particularly the latter. There 
was an increase in the number of fishing vessels.

after weaving, an allowance is made in respect of the loss of 
weight due to the burning or cutting. 

3. Shipping Bills for mixed Cotton and Artificial Silk 
tissues exported must show the weight of artificial silk in 
the fabric expressed as a percentage of the whole weight 
of the fabric exported. It is open to exporters to state on 
the Shipping Bills either :— 

(a) the ‘“‘ finished percentage,’’ i.e., the percentage of 
artificial silk in the finished fabric as ascertained by actual 
analysis; or 

(6) the “ grey percentage,’’ i.e., the percentage of arti- 
ficial silk used in manufacturing the fabric. 

Experience has shown that, except in the case of tissues 
which contain dressing, or ‘* back-filling,’’ or an unusual 
amount of size, the two percentages approximate closely, 
sometimes one and sometimes the other being slightly the 
higher. An exporter who wishes to declare the ‘ finished 
percentage ’’ must have the finished goods analysed before 
he can do so. 

4. The formula for calculating the ‘‘ grey percentage ”’ is 
as follows :—

5. Manufacturers and other traders who sell mixed Cotton 
and Artificial Silk tissues for export should advise their

(e) That the country of export prohibits the import of 
potatoes from countries known to be affected with potatoe 
disease; 

(f) That the packing has not been previously used; 

(q) The official position of the issuer of the certificale.

INCREASE OF IMPORT AND OTHER DUTIES 
ON VARIOUS GOODS. 

The Uruguayan Education and Defence Budgets, which 
have been passed recently, both contain provisions increas- 
ing the import and other duties on various goods. 

The Education Budget, in addition to providing for the 
increase of the specific Customs duty on cashmeres of wool 
from 0°93 to 1°43 pesos per kilog, (as reported at p. 82 of 
the ‘‘ Journal’? of 20th January), provides also for the 
imposition of a special ‘‘ patente ’’ tax of 10 per cent. on the 
importation of the following :- Confectionery (con fites and 
bombones). small biscuits (galletitas), dried figs, dried mush- 
rooms, preserves,* chocokate. dried sweets dulces), hams, 
cheese, tomato sauces and pastes of all kinds, sardines in 
oil, fresh grapes, fresh oranges, motor cars, motor car 
chassis. and rubber inner tubes and covers of all kinds.

Shipping Act, 1894, it is provided that whenever it appe’™

tions of the said Act have been adopted by any foreign 
country and are in force there, His Majesty in Council may 
order that the ships of that country shall, without being 
re-measured in His Majesty’s Dominions, be deemed to be 
of the tonnage denoted in their certificates of registry or 
other national papers, in the same manner, to the same 
extent, and for the same purposes as the tonnage denoted 
in the certificate of registry of a British ship is; deemed to 
be the tonnage of that ship: 

AND WHEREAS it appears to His Majesty that the tonnage 
regulations of the said Act have been adopted by the Govern- 
ment of Greece and are now in force in that country: 

NOW, THEREFORE, His Majesty is pleased, by and with 
the advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, as follows :— 

1. This Order may be cited as ‘*‘ The Greek Tonnage Order, 
1927.’’ 

2. Greek ships, the certificates of registry or other national 
papers Of which are dated on or after the 14th July, 1909 
(old style Ist July, 1909), shall, without being re-measured 
in His Majesty’s Dominions, be deemed to be of the tonnage 
denoted in such certificates of registry or other national 
papers in the same manner, to the same extent, and for the 
same purposes as the tonnage denoted in the certificate of 
registry of a British ship is deemed to be the tonnage of that 
ship. 

3. The Order in Council, dated the 14th day of August, 
1879, made under the provisions of the Merchant Shipping 
Act Amendment Act, 1862, with regard to the tonnage of 
ships of Greece is hereby revoked.
